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[Abstract] 

[Object] To continue the operation of systems in a 
computer network without a system failure even if any one 
actually operating machine has been in trouble, without 
requiring standby machines by the same number as the number 
of actual operating machines. 

[Construction! A plurality of actual operating machines 
and at least one standby machine are connected together by 
a transmission path so that they can communicate with each 
other. The standby machine carries out a fault diagnosis of 
the actual operating machines. When a fault has been 
detected, the standby machine ' succeeds to the work of the 
actual operating machine in trouble for processing on behalf 
of this machine, 

[Scope of claim for a Patent] 

[Claim 1] A computer network system having a plurality of 
actual operating machines and at least one standby machine 
connected together by a transmission path so that they can 
communicate with each other, wherein the standby machine has 
monitoring means for carrying out a fault diagnosis of the 
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actual operating machines, and when a fault has been detected, 
the standby machine succeeds to the work of the actual 
operating machine in trouble for processing, on behalf of this 
machine . 
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
